WHEN a customer enters a store and demands an 
advertised article and will take no substitute, he is 
unconsciously demonstrating the practi- 

The Power ca] yalue of an advertising campaign. A 
7 Pare rong child once entered a drug store and ask- 

‘ ed for a box of talcum powder. The 
druggist offered him a fancy box of his own, think- 
ing the substitution would be easy. To his surprise, 
the little fellow said: “Not that one. I want the one 
with the taby on the box.” It is said that “the baby 
on the box” is worth two million dollars to the manu- 
facturers of that particular brand of talcum powder, 
all through the power of cumulative advertising. 
When the public buys talcum powder it demands “the 
baby on the box” because it has been taught to asso- 
ciate that picture with the best in that line. It may 
not be the best, but the advertising says it is and the 
public believes it, and even if the quality were low- 
ered the public would keep right on buying that par- 
ticular brand, on faith. 

This is only one of many instances of the wonder- 
ful power of persistent advertising, backed up by 
good goods. The principle applies wherever adver- 
tising is done, whether by manufacturer or retailer, 
to the trade or to the general public. 








Rapica. ideas on the control of corporations were 
expressed hy George W. Perkins, former business 
partner of J. Pierpont Morgan, in an ad- 

ee ondiels before members of the People’s 
Cecil, Institute of Jersey City. Mr. Perkins 
advocated Government control of cor- 

porations on the same principle as its control of Na- 
tional banks. When a National bank fails the Gov- 
ernment proceeds to ascertain whose fault it is, and 
the Government is behind the bank. In the same way 
Mr. Perkins would have Federal control for corpora- 
tions. Not that the Government should interfere with 
the conduct of the business of any corporation, ex- 


cept as law is violated, but when a crime is commit- 
ted by an officer of a corporation, the man should be 
punished, not the stockholders. 

A corporation, says Mr. Perkins, is but a composite 
of electricity, steam and men. We have learned to 
regulate the first two elements of this composite. Now 
it is up to us to learn to regulate the third element, 
the men in the corporation. No man fears the size of 
a corporation, but he does fear its methods. He wants 
to know what is going on in the corporation in which 
his money is invested, and the best thing the corpora- 
tion can do is to quickly wake up to the fact that 
every man has a right to know what is going on inside 
its doors, and he adds: “If the corporations will not 
wake up to their requirements, there are the alterna- 
tives of Government ownership or Socialism.” 

To the common man this sounds very good as com- 
ing from Mr. Perkins, but he has left a whole lot out 
of the equation. The power of the larger corpora- 
tions is derived not so much from steam and electricity 
and men as from money and franchises and the like. 
When it is possible for a corporation like the tobacco 
trust to take over the property of a competitor worth 
$250,000 and use it as a basis for the issue of stock to 
the amount of $7,500,000, later increased to $22,000,- 
000, on which dividends of $1,900,000 have been de- 
clared, it is very evident that the individual competi- 
tor, who has no such resources of frenzied finance, is 
helpless. There is something more to the trust ques- 
tion than steam, electricity and men. 








THAT the public has some rights which the contend- 
ing parties in a strike are bound to respect is a new 
doctrine in the law courts of this coun-

judge who stopped a street car strike, 
sent the men back to work and caused a resumption 
of service pending a settlement of the disagreement 
by arbitration. This may seem like a high handed 
proceeding but evidently it was just what was needed 
in that case, and it will be a pity if the same logic can- 
not be applied to every strike where public utilities 
are involved. 

Often the most trivial causes underlie a strike. A 
man is discharged and his companions demand his re- 
instatement. The employer refuses and at once all the 
employes go on strike. If the corporation is operat- 
ing a street car line or any other public service, the 
loss and damage to innocent third parties is incalcul- 
able. Often rioting ensues and property is destroyed. 
What is needed, and in the majority of cases exactly 
what both sides welcome, is judicial interference. 

In the Des Moines case the company discharged a 
street car conductor on charges which, the employes 
claimed, were not sustained. The judge, by writ of in- 
junction, commanded the company to reinstate the con- 
ductor and the employes to resume their work. It was 
the logical and proper thing to do, apparently, though 
it required some sacrifice of pride on the part of the 
company, which has taken an appeal to a_ higher 
court. On the result of this appeal will depend the 
future policy of courts in such cases. If the Des 
Moines judge has set a legal precedent that will be

upheld by the courts of appeal, he will have earned the 
gratitude not only of the great army of organized 
workers but also of the long-suffering public, which 


is injured by every strike. It will then be possible for 


the courts to “dissolve” a strike by injunction, and 
once the strikers and their employers come together 
again there will be an opportunity for calm counsels 


and settlement by arbitration.

event by announcing some attraction in honor of the 
occasion. For instance, suppose it is the tenth anni- 
versary of the establishing of his business, or the 
occasion of his moving into a new building, or some 
similar opportunity for a ‘demonstration, the chance 
should not be lost; the dealer should make the most 
of it. If he doesn’t, he is “asleep at his post.” Some 
other retailer who is more enterprising will start a 
rival ‘‘sale’” and reap the profits. 

Occasions such as are suitable for celebration are: 
The completion of the first year in business, or any 
other anniversary of the founding of a store; re- 
moval into a new building; alteration of premises ; 
new ownership; retiring of partner; holiday sale; 
spring or fall opening, etc. These “occasions,” of 
course, vary with different lines of business, but it 
is safe to say that the hardware dealer can find enough 
times and seasons to get up some special attraction 
for his store, if he wants to. It all depends on the 
ingenuity of the dealer and his fertility of ideas, for. 
as stated at the beginning of this editorial, ideas rule 
the world of business as well as of science and art. 








WuiLe England is deploring the rapid reduction of 
her coal supply and scientists like Sir William Ram- 
say are predicting the speedy extinction 
of her iron and, steel industries as a re- 
sult, a voice comes from far-off China 
predicting the opposite fate for the steel 
industries of that country. Sir William says that the 
British coal supply will be exhausted in 175 years, a 
prospect that is not so terrifying after all, for if the 
wonderful improvement in invention of the present 
age is continued it is not at all likely that coal will be 
required in such quantities a century hence as now; 
some other method of heat production will have been 
invented. However, the Chinese prediction, which 
here follows, demands separate consideration. 

The president of one of the steamship lines serving 
the Pacific Coast and China, who is particularly in- 
terested in the iron and steel business, says that ow- 
ing to the high cost of labor and manufacturing on 
the Coast, it is practically impossible to sell any 
American manufactured articles in the Orient: “We 
are still importing pig iron from Hankow on quite an 
extensive scale, and a new feature has been the im- 
portation here of Chinese iron ores.” He adds that 
the great difference in exchange between the United 


China asa 
Factor in 
Iron and Steel 
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States and China is closing the door to our exports 
to Asia and immensely stimulating their exports to 
Europe, and he says: “I venture the prediction, with 
entire confidence, that if the present price of silver 
continues for thirty years the entire steel and iron in- 
dustry of Great Britain and the United States will 
have removed to China. The rate of wages there is 
one-fifteenth, the rate of Pittsburgh; the efficiency of 
labor go per cent.” 

This accounts in part for the successful develop- 
ment of the Hanyang Iron and Steel Works at Han- 
kow. It suggests that the “yellow peril,’ consisting 
of a combination of the gold standard for America 
and Europe and the competition of China on the basis 
of a silver currency and unlimited cheap labor, is a 
problem shortly to be reckoned with in the iron and 
steel industry. While we believe that the forebodings 
of, the steamship president above quoted are altogether 
too gloomy, yet the situation is one that demands at- 
tention. In forcing silver down to a low price the 
financiers of Europe and America have built up a wall 
of protection around the Chinese iron and steel indus- 
try that may result very disastrously to the markets 
of the rest of the world. It is a subject for the most 
thoughtful consideration. 








PEOPLE who are inclined to take a pessimistic view 
of the condition of commerce and industry in this 
country should glance over the document 
Pay recently issued by the Bureau of Statis- 
United States.tics, Department of Commerce and 
Labor, entitled “Statistical Record of 
the Progress of the United States; 1800-1911.”” The 
facts and figures there given are a good tonic to 
counteract a fit of the blues. The figures prove that 
progress in all lines has been continuous and promises 
to be greater in the future than in the past. There is 
no backward step, though at times the pace seems to 
falter. 

The area of continental United States in 1800 was 
843,255 square miles and in IQII is 3,026,789 square 
miles. The population in 1800 was five and one-third 
million and in 1911 is 9334 million. The public debt, 
which was 83 million dollars in 1800, reached 2,675 
million dollars less cash in treasury in 1865, the figures 
of 1911 being 1,015 million dollars. The per capita 
debt, which was $15.63 in 1800, and in 1865 $76.98, 15 
in 1911 $10.83. The interest charge per capita, which 
amounted to 64c in 1800, and $4.12 in 1866, was in 
I9II 23c, and the total annual interest charge, which 
was in 1866, 146 million dollars, was in I9II 21 1/3 
million dollars. Money in circulation, stated as 26% 
million dollars in 1800, was in 1911 $3,228,627,002, 
and the per capita circulation, which was in 1800 $4.99. 
was in I9I11 $34.35. Deposits in all banks in the 
country cannot be shown earlier than.in 1875, at which 
date they are set down as a little over 2 billion dol- 
lars, in 1910, over 15 billion dollars. The number of 
depositors in saving banks in 1820, the earliest year 
for which the figures can be shown, was a little less 
than 9 thousand ; and in 1910, over 9 million. Govern- 
ment receipts, which amounted to $2.04 per capita in 
1800, were in 1866 $14.65 and in 1911 $7.45, or about 
one-half what they were in 1866. Exports of domes- 
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tic merchandise which amounted to 32 million dollars 
in value in 1800, were over 2 billion dollars in 1911; 
and imports, which amounted to 91 million dollars in 
1800, were 1% billion in 1911. 

These figures speak for themselves. They show a 
marvelous increase in all the essentials of prosperity, 
and it is only fair to presume that this improvement is 
destined to continue.

If we could but shut up a few of these ca- 
lamity howlers, business would boom. 


R. Culbertson, secretary of the L. Banker Mer- 
cantile Company, a prosperous retail firm of Russell, 
Kansas, in a speech said: “We have run the whole 
gamut of advertising effort. We have bought every- 
thing from drinking. cups to circus elephants. We 
have painted sidewalks and given candy to babies. 
We have given away talking machines, calendars, 
dishes and what not. We have had pictures enlarged,

MANUFACTURE OF STEEL IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. 
[t appears that the recent movement to commence 
the manufacture of steel in South Africa has received 
a check, but its promoters are now engaged in a fur- 
ther attempt to carry out their object. According to 
the Jronmonger, last year a company was registered 
to manufacture steel by means of the Heroult elec- 
tric furnace from scrap material produced in the Jo- 
hannesburg district. The co-operation of a leading 
Sheffield steel house was secured, and the South Af- 
rican government undertook to assist the project by 
granting the company an option on the scrap made 
in its workshops, and also agreed to discourage its 
exportation by raising the railway freight on scrap 
to the ports. Owing, however, to the protracted 
nature of the negotiations with the government, the 
company has been unable to start operations, and on 
being notified that the period covered by the option 
referred to had expired, it was decided to proceed no 
further with the scheme. A new company is, however, 
to be formed, in which a member of the Sheffield steel 
trade and a member of the Staffordshire iron trade 
will be interested.

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IMPROVED TENSION FOR CLOTHES

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HANDLING COMPLAINTS IN A SYSTEMATIC 


MANNER. 


BY ADOLPH MAYER, SECRETARY-TREASURER THE AMERI- 
CAN FURNITURE CO., OF DENVER, COLO., AS RE- 


PRODUCED IN “BUCK’S SHOT.” 


No doubt there have been occasions when you were 
very much confused upon being confronted with a 
complaint from one of your customers, as to know in 
what way to handle it to the entire satisfaction of the 
customer—also to protect the interests of your busi- 
ness. This thought prompts me to take up this subject 
and explain to you the manner in which our complaints 
are being handled. 

As this particular branch of the business has been 
given considerable thought, the results of which have 
developed a system which applies most satisfactorily 
to each particular line, which you know has its share 
of the complaints, that the system by which we are 
operating—placing the complaint in the proper chan- 
nel and followed up by an investigation with each 
account being referred to you—enables you with much 
more ease to act intelligently upon the complaint. 

It is needless for me to state what importance is 
attached to the proper adjustment of a complaint in 
any business; particularly in the selling of furniture, 
stoves, and carpets on the partial-payment plan. 

Very often the mistake is made by the proprietors 
or the managers of a business in presuming that as 
they hear so few complaints everything is running 
along smoothly ; when, on the contrary, the complaints 
are being handled in such a way by the employes that 
the customer becomes offended and is satisfied to allow 
the matter to drop, swearing vengeance against the 
concern. In this you lose all possibility of the future 
patronage of this party, as well as the multiplied 
benefits of the good influence of this customer among 
friends. 

It is also a great advantage in having a system 
whereby all complaints are recorded and investigated 
at certain periods, whereby you may apprehend all 
mistakes which are repeatedly occurring, for which 
there is no excuse, thereby giving you an opportunity 
to adjust and correct for the general betterment of the 
business. 

Can you imagine the helpless feeling of a party 
making complaint, their being obliged to depend 
entirely on the decision of the party to whom they are 
making the complaint, and what a gratified feeling you 
enjoyed upon receiving a courteous reception—par- 
ticularly if the adjustment involves a small amount of 
expense. Do not understand me to mean that I would 
be indiscreet in being too liberal, as this is a bad policy 
as well; but when considering the amount expended in 
advertising in order to bring people into your store, 
with no assurance of their buying after coming in, 
and the efforts which are made to sell this party, after 
you once have their confidence, which is evidenced by 
their buying of you, is it not a criminal error to de- 
stroy the possibilities with an individual for the lack of 
of a little diplomacy, with possibly, in some instances, 
the involving of a few cents?

We have provided our salesmen with printed slips 
534 inches by 634 inches, and distribute these slips in 
convenient parts of the house, as well as to the office 
force. In explaining to you the use of this slip in 
detail, you will note that provision is made for the 
party’s name, also the address. Complains—for the 
description of the article, regardless of whether it be 
stoves, a piece of furniture or a carpet. When 
Bought—is for the date on which the article was 
bought. When to be Fixed—on this line we set a time 
which is agreeable to the customer for seeing the arti- 
cle. The line Order Taken By—is for the party’s name 
who takes the complaint. You will also note that we 
have a place for the purchaser’s signature, evidencing 
her thorough satisfaction after the complaint has been 
properly attended to, which gives us a permanent 
record for our files. 

This slip is made in duplicate. After being made 
out it is handed to a party whom we have appointed 
for looking after these complaints, known as tue Com- 
plaint Receiver. He immediately makes record of 
this complaint by entering the party’s name and 
address in his register book, giving the complaint a 
number. He then files his duplicate, and hangs the 
original complaint on a hook for the complaint man, 
who calls at least once a day before going out on his 
route to adjust the complaints. If in case the com- 
plaint is in connection with one of the other depart- 
ments, the warehouse, the complaint is placed in the 
hands of the one in charge of the respective 
department. 

If the question arises in which the complaint man 
does not feel at liberty to take action, or the complaint 
ts of such a nature that he does not wish to take the 
authority to repair, or the request has been made to 
investigate and report—in any of these instances it is 
again returned to the proper party for decision. 
Should he upon calling at the house find no one at 
home, we have prepared an addressed postal card, 
printed in our own office, and which is herewith 
illustrated. 

Our representative called on you to inspect ’ 
but was unable to find anyone at home.

THE COAL SUPPLY AND THE HEATING 
PROBLEM. 


There is no little apprehension in England over the 
prospect of exhausting the coal supply of that coun- 
try. Sir William Ramsay’s predictions along that 
line have been taken seriously by no less an authority 
than the Jronmonger’s Chronicle, which says: “By 
the end of next century there will be no more coal in 
these islands to provide our factories with power, and 
long before that time the increase of price due to 
shortening supplies will have made coal impossibly 
expensive for the domestic hearth. 

That there are ways in which we may con- 
serve our coal supply has been pointed out by a well- 
known authority, Mr. A. P. Florence, of the London 
Heating and Ventilating Co., who in the course of an 
interview with the-representative of a London even- 
ing paper, called attention to the proved fact that in 
most cases one-third of the domestic coal bill ‘could be 
saved by the installation of stoves and grates built up- 
on scientific lines. And here, perhaps, it may be as 
well to quote the exact words used by Mr. Florence 
in the course of this interview. “The vast majority of 
our grates,’ he said, ‘are still hopelessly unhealthy, 
wasteful and unscientific. They are simply cavities in- 
to which shovels of any kind of coal are shovelled any- 
how. 

‘What are the principles of the scientific grates and 
stoves? Well, we-are going ahead with a heating cen- 
ter which distributes the heat all over five or six rooms 
—or a theater or a cathedral, The heat travels through 
radiators. No grates are necessary in the living or 
sleeping rooms. And if anthracite is used at the heat- 
ing center there is no smoke and no chimney cleaning 
is needed. We have got this far with a kitchen range 
—by putting small quantities of coal into a hopper we 
get a constant heat for cooking night and day, and 
the housewife comes down in the morning into a warm 
kitchen instead of a refrigerator. We are able to sup- 
ply the same unvarying temperature for heating, on 
the centralized system, and the time is not far distant 
when the workman will have these advantages as well 
as the middle-class man. For anybody can see how 
deeply interested architects, doctors, and civic offi- 
cials are in scientific firing to-day. The latest endeav- 
or is to place upon the market a small cooking range, 
giving night and day heat, for 25s.” 

“Should these anticipations be realized,” says the 
/roumonger, “there would without doubt be a consid- 
erable saving in the amount of coal we consume each 
year, but in the meantime another method of conserv- 
ing the coal supply could at once be taken. A heavy 
export duty on coal would prevent the colliery pro- 
prietor selling his coal to foreign nations, which, look- 
ing further ahead than ourselves, carefully economize 
the use of their own coal mines by buying from Eng- 
land all they can. Other measures might be taken to 
check the terrible waste of national resources which 
how goes on; and none will now be found to condemn 


any wise steps to safeguard the ultimate interests of 
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the community as an interference with individual en- 
terprise.”

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THE BLANK FOR A CURVED MOLDING. 


BY E. R. PROBERT. 


As curved moldings necessitate a stretching of the 
metal in order to accommodate them to both the curve 
of the profile at the same time, the patterns for their 
blanks can only be ,considered as flaring strips of 
metal in which the curve of the elevation or plan only 
is considered. The curve of the profile requires to be 
forced into them by machinery designed for that 
purpose, care being taken to make the width of the 
flaring strip sufficient to include the stretchout of the 
curve of the profile. Blanks for the curved moldings

thus beéome frustrums of cones and are cut accord- 
ing to the principles of regular flaring articles. The 
method of determining the exact flare necessary to 
produce a certain mold with the greatest facility is a 
matter to be determined by the nature of the profile 
and the kind of machinery to be used in forming same. 
Usually a line is drawn through the extremities of 
the profile, as shown at A D in either of the two illus- 
trations here given, Figs. 270 and 271, and 1s con- 
tinued till it meets the center line, for length of 
radius, as shown at F. 

Therefore, to describe the pattern of the blank from 
which to make a curved molding corresponding to the 
elevation A C E D, proceed in the same manner as 
though the side E C were to be straight. Through 
the center of the article draw the line B F indefi- 
nitely, and draw a line through the points C and E of 
one of the sides, which produce until it meets B F in 
the point F. Then F E will be the radius of the inside 
of the pattern. The radius of the outside is to be 
obtained by increasing F C an amount equal to the ex- 
cess of the curved line, E C over the straight line E C, 
as shown by the distance C S. Then F S is the radius 
of the outside of the pattern.

A HANDY TINNER’S TOOL KIT. 








BY O. W. KOTHE. 
No. Io. 

Every tinner should have a tool kit ; this is especially 
so when he must carry his hand tools to and from 
work quite often, or if he is somewhat of a globe 
trotter he can carry a good supply of tools with ease. 
Every tinner that has traveled considerably knows the 
value of a good kit full of tools, because in each new 
shop he secures employment he finds that the firm’s 
tools are usually arranged so that in many cases it 
is difficult to find what tools a person needs. These 
inconveniences are small compared to the difficulty 
a person has when entering a new shop where there 
are other mechanics working (so-called home guards) 
and are inclined to be jealous of a newcomer who 
proves to be a better mechanic than they are. And 
in such cases the newcomer is seldom able to find an 
extra hammer, snips, or plyers when he wants them; 
then, should he make inquiries of these mechanics for 
a steel square, a pair of compasses, a circle snips, screw 
driver, or even a square-head stake, his question 
will usually be answered in this fashion: “I don’t 
know where they are,” or “I don’t know if there are 
any such tools around here.” Now in most cases of 
this kind should the newcomer then ask his employer 














about these tools he will find that some of the 
mechanics have all these necessary tools corralled in 
their tool box, or in a drawer underneath their bench; 
it has even come to light where square heads, and 
other large and heavy tools have been hidden in the 
scrap tin or iron underneath benches so as to make 
it more inconvenient for the newcomer to execute his 
work in a proper manner. All these inconveniences 
surely handicap the newcomer and in most cases he 
quits on his own accord, or is laid off by the em- 
ployer. Now it is self-evident that when a traveling 
mechanic carries a good supply of tools with him he 
has a better chance to cope with the situation. By 
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having a good kit full of tools the traveler has many 
advantages, a few of them are as follows: The con- 
venience in carrying his tools, his tools always being 
at hand when he wants*them, and the impression it 
leaves on the néw employer and the men about him. 


To those who wish to make a tool kit of their own 
they will find the one shown in the illustration very 
practical, as it is so constructed that it gives the 
appearance of a suit case, is handy to carry, the tools 
can be so arranged that they will stay in place and 
can be found whenever wanted, also when opening it 
and setting it on the bench with the back towards the 
wall it will give the appearance and answer the pur- 
pose of a cabinet that was made for this special pur- 
pose. In laying out this kit it is best to make the 
bottom and the sides in one piece and formed to the 
’’ with the corners riv- 


profile as shown by section “4 
The cover is 


eted as at (a) in the perspective view. 
made similar only formed to the profile as shown by 
the section ‘“B.” In riveting these corners the laps 
are turned on the inside, and the rivet is placed so 
that the flat head will be on the outside while the burr 
will be on the inside. This makes the outside of the 
kit comparatively smooth. After the corners are 
riveted and soldered, butt hinges of a suitable size 
are then riveted in place as shown by the section “C,” 
this allows the cover to swing open as shown in the 
side elevation. It will be seen that if the cover and 
bottom were made to one side and with straight open- 
ings the hinges would no doubt break loose on account 
of the continuous back pressure while opening the kit. 
So by placing the hinges in the center there is an equal 
strain on both portions. The corners are made of 
heavy brass or copper, tinned well on the inside, and 
then soldered well in place so they will not be broken 
loose. The pattern for such a corner is shown by “D,” 
which is only three parts of a circle and then bent 
on the lines. A handle and two clasp locks may be 
purchased from large hardware stores or direct from 
These should be riveted to the box so 
The next move is to 


trunk stores. 
they can not be broken off. 
arrange the tools in the cover and bottom so they can 
be fastened and held in place by metal ferrules and 
spring clasps so they can be readily taken down when 
needed. However, the maker of such a tool kit must 
arrange the tools to suit himself, also he must use 
such fastenings as he is able to make or secure. The 
small squares to the right of the front elevation are 
small boxes or stalls used for different sized nails and 
rivets, also such other small things as a person wishes 
to carry along. The light and heavy dots to the left 
of the front elevation is a rack for cold chisels, rivet 
sets and all kinds of punches, These may be held in 
place when not in use by a metal cap or caps that 
swing to one side. 

These tool kits may be made to suit requirements, 
but for ordinary use a box 15 inches long, 12 inches 
high and 5 inches wide will answer the purpose in 
most cases. Material such as 26 gauge galvanized 
iron is heavy enough in most cases.

NEW PLANT OF THE ACKLIN STAMPING 
COMPANY. 


A new addition to the manufacturing industries of 
Toledo, Ohio, is the stamping plant of The Acklin 
Stamping Co. This plant, located in the new manu- 
facturing district adjacent to the Lake Shore Rail- 
road, is on land 150 by 110 feet.. The building is of

Aside from the care which has been given to the 
minutest details covering the size and make of the 
presses and machine tools installed and operated in 
this plant, it is intéresting to note the foresightedness 
of this new company as exercised towards not only 
the employes but also the equipment. 

An inventory of the many machines housed in this 
plant would lead one to believe that it is overcrowded. 
However, the and tools are so 
grouped and located as to occupy not only the mini- 
mum floor space, but at the same time to limit as

much as possible the re-handling of raw and cut ma- 
terials. The wooden flooring of the building is laid 
on a thick bed of cinders and concrete, thus providing 
not only a good foundation for the heavy load on 
the floor, but also eliminating almost entirely the vibra- 
tion met with in operating presses of the size in- 
stalled here. 

The plant has a full complement of presses, ranging 
in weight from 1,000 pounds to 50,000 pounds and 
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vith capacities ranging from fifteen to five hundred 
younds’ ram pressure. Many of the larger presses 
are of a special nature and massive in constructton. 


[his latter feature adapts these presses for producing 


4 wider, heavier and more accurate line of work than 
can be produced in the ordinary press. Two views 
of the press-room are shown herewith to give some 
idea of the size and rigidity of the presses as well 
as thgir arrangement. 

The Acklin Stamping Co. was organized for, the 
purpose of making light or heavy sheet metal] stamp- 
ings for the trade in general. All the men connected 
with the company are thoroughly practical die-makers 
and sheet metal workers, and the methods of manu- 
facture and the safety attachments used on many of 
the dies are most interesting. Many of the forming 
and other dies are fitted with chutes and fixtures for

carrying blanks. and shells into the dies without it 
being necessary for the operators to place their hands 
under the punch. The pieces are also automatically 
removed. Compound dies are extensively made and 
used in this shop, as it is the opinion of the company 
that they reduce manufacturing costs and save re- 
handling, although the initial cost is somewhat higher 
and strict care must be paid to their upkeep.

SPARKS FROM THE FIRE WASTE. 


The fire waste-of the country is excessive, and is 
sapping its prosperity. Reduction of the fire waste is 
an important part of the campaign for the conserva- 
tion of the national resources. 

Fire losses in the United States and Canada in 1910 
were $234,406,650, most of them due to carelessness. 

Fire losses for the first six months of I911 were 
$129,691,750, as against $99,228,900 for the same 
period last year. If this burning ratio continues, the 
loss for 1911 will be over $260,000,000. Last year 
the bulk of the losses came in the last six months. 

Fire losses and the cost of fire prevention in the 
United States amount annually to $450,000,000, or 
more than the total American production of gold, 
silver, copper and petroleum in a year. 

The cost of fires each year is one-half the cost of 
all the new buildings erected in a year. 

The annual per capita fire waste in the United 
States is $2.51, in Europe 33c. Cause: The latter has 
better construction, less carelessness, increased 
responsibility. 

If buildings in the United States were as fireproof 
as in Europe, the annual cost of fire losses and pro- 
tection would be only $90,000,000, 

New York city spends $10,000,000 a year for fire 
extinguishment and $15,000 a year for fire prevention. 

Of 3,875 known causes of fire in Chicago last year, 
1,089 were due to the careless use of matches. Nearly 
ten thousand matches are scratched every second of 
the day in this country, everyone a possible fire. 

Fifteen hundred people are killed and 5,000 injured 
annually as a result of fire. 

The proportion of insurance capital to insurance 
liabilities is very much on the decrease. In the last 
forty years the liabilities have almost doubled, while 
only $6,000,000 more capital was invested in the busi- 
ness in 1910 than in 1870.

HARDWARE. 

It must be confessed that the Wall Street scare had 
a very depressing effect upon the iron and steel busi- 
ness for a few days, but it is believed that ultimately 
the recovery will prove more healthful than were the 
previous conditions in those markets. Prices can 
hardly go much lower, except on a few finished prod- 
ucts, as iron and steel manufacturers will refuse to 
suffer any further losses. The recovery will be from 
bed rock and every upward step gained will be held 
on the basis of increased demand and firm holding 
It is believed that wage reductions in 
not be necessary,

the iron and steel industry will 
though much will depend on the future tone of the 
market. 

The week has seen the new discount list on steel 
pipe put in force. This new list brings steel pipe to 
the level of other finished steel products, the new 
prices being the lowest recorded, and it is said that 
the independent mills, as well as the largest producers 
of pipe, are willing to sustain prices and that the 
smaller producers will fall in line. It is also expected 
that iron pipe producers will readjust their discount 
list to be in proportion with that of steel pipe prices. 

The general hardware market shows improvement. 
There is a much more aggressive feeling on the part 
of jobbers and manufacturers than was noticeable a 
few weeks ago. The trade appears to be of the opinion 
that business during the remainder of the fall, at 
least, is certain to be good and that the time is ripe 
to get a full share of it. No important changes in 
prices are noted. 

Prices remain unchanged as to nails. The base 
price at the mill for jobbers is $1.70 per keg and $1.85 
at the mill for less than carloads. The base price of 
cut nails at the mill for jobbers is $1.60 per keg. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.93, $2.00 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.99, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

Prices remain unchanged but the market is duli and 
there 1s some prospect that a few of the mills will 
have to close for lack of business. Recent specifica- 
tions are light and for small quantities The domestic 
market is quite in sympathy with the foreign market, 
the inquiry for tin plates in England having fallen off 
very materially. The cause of the weakness there 
is attributed to the decline in price of tin, but this 
can hardly be said to have been an important influence 
in the domestic tin plate markets. 

The present quotation for tinplate to retailers f. 0. b. 


Chicago, is $8.90 per 100 pounds, 20x28. 


SHEETS, 

The sheet market in common with other products, 
shows the effect of the strong competition of recent 
weeks, with still further reductions, which have driven 
the price down to $1.85 and $1.87% for black plates. 
The latter price appears to be established and the for- 
mer represents occasional concessions, which threaten 
to become the rule in the sheet market. Galvanized 
sheets, which have been quoted at $2.90, are also being 
shaded $1.00 a ton. The plate prices are firm and 
the mills are said to be working to within 80 per cent 
of their capacity. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.45 out of store

COPPER. 
The condition of the copper market is fairly well 
indicated by the report covering the average monthly 
price of standard copper on the New York Exchange

The London copper market has become very dull, 
but the extreme steadiness and strength of the market 
abroad during the past three weeks under very trying 
circumstances indicates that the metal can hold its 
own even in the face of rapidly tumbling mining shares 
all over the world. There are no signs of a falling 
off in consumption in metals, especially in copper, in 
Europe. On the contrary, order books are full every- 
where and there seems to be no good reason why cop- 
per should suffer any serious decline. The only heavy 
assault on the copper market has been through the 
mining exchanges, and this cannot last long. 


TIN. 

The low price of tin seems to have reached its limit 
and a reaction has set in. Recent advances on the 
New York Exchange are credited to the fact that 
futures have recovered the wide difference below the 
spot price and are now nearly on a parity with spot. 
This rapid advance in the price of futures has had a 
marked effect on the spot market. There is a suspicion 
that the Syndicate, which is said to have been in con- 
trol of London spot stocks for months past, is engi- 
neering the latest advance with a view to squeezing 
the October shorts. However this may be, the fact 
remains that the tin market is on the up grade. 


LEAD. 

St. Louis reports the lead market dull and weak at 
4.32%. New York quotes 4.50 for spot carloads and 
4.60 for spot at retail. Futures are quoted at 4.47%. 
London market higher. Sellers in New York are sell- 
ing at 2'’%c per 100 lbs. under the trust prices for all 
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»oints where there is time to ship from smelter. De- 
mand is very light. 


COKE. 

Coke production shows some increase, particularly 
foundry coke. The Connellsville coke market was 
viven a great help by the placing of an order for 100,- 
ooo tons of coke by British Columbia smelters at $1.45 
per ton. As this is high sulphur coke, the price is con- 
sidered a good one. The same buyers cleaned up 
3,000 tons of broken goke about the yards of the ovens 
at $1.35. The freight rate on the coke to destination 
will be $7.50. 

IRON PIPE. 

As noted last week, the National Tube Company and 
the independents issued new lists on steel pipe making 
a general reduction of one point or $2 a ton, with a few 
sizes carrying a heavier reduction on black, while all 
sizes of galvanized were reduced three or four points. 
Under the lead of the Reading Iron Company, the 
largest iron pipe producer, new iron pipe lists are being 
issued, These carry the same discounts as formerly on 
black iron pipe, but discounts on galvanized are revised 
to make the spread between black and galvanized the 
same as prevails in the new steel pipe list between 
black and galvanized thus entailing reductions in gal- 
vanized iron pipe of two to three points, with no re- 
duction in the black. 

On steel boiler tubes the mills are issuing new lists, 
dated October 2d, conforming to the list the National 
Tube Company promulgated a few days ago, but dated 
September 1st. This list recognizes shading in prog- 
ress for a long time, and will perhaps be adhered to. 
The new list on iron boiler tubes is tnore or less a 
form, as the market has been an open one for many 
months, : 

PIG IRON. 

In spite of the recent complaint of dull markets, it 
now appears that the production of pig iron for the 
month of September showed an increase. The total 
output for the month was 1,997,102 tons, which is at 
the rate of 65,903 tons a day, which compares with 
62,150 tons a day during August. After several months 
of declining production the merchant furnaces showed 
a gain last month of about 1,200 tons a day. The gain 
in production is still going on this month, as five fur- 
naces are expected to blow in soon, There was a net 
gain of 10 furnaces last month, and production is now 
at the rate of 24,600,000 tons a year. Melters in the 
eastern section ate becoming more urgent about de- 
liveries, but prices are still in favor of the buyer. The 
selling for delivery next year has been confined prin- 
cipally to the Buffalo furnaces, although some of the 
southern furnaces have also done business for 1912. 
Such business as came to the surface in this territory 
recently was for small lots and was confined to car- 
load lots for current requirements. Advices from 
Pittsburgh state that one of the largest inquiries placed 
there in months calls for a price on 22,006 tons of va- 
rious grades of pig iron to be delivered over the re- 
mainder of the year. The delivery is ‘to be made to the 
local plants of the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing 
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Co., which has been a steady buyer of pig iron 
throughout the year.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, in their weekly 
market report, say: 

“Very little doing’ continues to be the report of the 
local iron situation. There is a seeming lack of interest 
in purchases and slowness in covering after inquiry that 
seems poorly justified by the movement of shipments on 
contracts and the apparent prompt use of this material in 
consumption. There is nothing to point to during the last 
week which would be anything but mediocre, even in mar- 
ket conditions as they now exist. 

In the East there is a better feeling and a fair tonnage 
was bought, including Basic, Foundry and Forge grades. 
Such inquiries as are prevailing call for delivery after the 
first of the year and as yet prices for such shipment. have 
not been made. Furnaces are still reticent in this respect 

In the South prices are dull, and while the month will 
undoubtedly show a decrease in stocks, as well as produc- 
tion, there has nothing yet increased the buying of South- 
ern iron. Some Southern Basic has invaded territory in 
the East which has up to now been considered strictly 
home territory. It is admitted that concessions in price 
will have no effect toward stimulating business or increas- 
ing sales. [t is other factors which are keeping the mar- 
ket 1n its unsettled shape, and matter of price is of small 
moment. 

The coke trade generally is somewhat improved, both 
in production and shipments. Prices are unchanged. A 
local contract for supply of furnace coke closed this week 
was the only feature. 


Matthew Addy & Company, of Cincinniati, O., in their 
weekly market report, say: 

In spite of New York there are some unmistakable signs 
that point the right way in the iron trade. Shipments are 
being urged on every order for foundry coke on our books 
Consumers of iron are urging faster deliveries of coke and 
in many cases they are asking for larger tonnages than called 
for by their estimated requirements. As coke is not a thing 
that is accumulated and stored in stock, but as a rule is 
used as fast as it is received, the conclusion is inevitable that 
a large quantity of iron is being melted. Not only is coke 
being shipped in this generous fashion, but iron on old orders 
is going forward in a way that does not permit of complaint 
Iron that has been bought is being taken and furnace stocks 
are being reduced, and we know that the iron is being melted 

The two things that makers and sellers of iron are find- 
ing annoying are the extremely low prices and the small 
amount of new business. Yet this week there has been a 
great increase in inquiry, particularly in the west. Ton- 
nages running up into the thousands are under consideration 
—nearly all the iron being wanted for next year's delivery 
Furnace order books for this vear are well filled. No one 
is desirous of selling for forward shipment at the present 
low prices 

Altogether our report is more cheerful than a week ago, 
for things are looking better
